th: He became a C:1mvanion to them that fear- 
ed the Lord, and deſpiſed them not, though of 
I never ſo low degree; he wa. foon helpful and 
areful in ordering Afﬀairs in the Church of the 
Living God z and which is of remark, he Eſpouled 
| the faid People and Pertwaſion, and contemned 
the Preferments of this World { by whieh his 
farmer Glory was laid inthe Duſt, and the hope 
of his Friends and Relations ( that expeRed his 
Advancement) wholly extin& and laid waſte) in a 
time of great Danger and Excrciſe, when Truth 
had few Followers, and but few Advocates, when 
Truth was not only fallen in the Streets, and E- 
qity could not enter, (and yet a Prophet of the 
Lord lamented that time, as being a doleful Day 
ndeed) but when Tyuth, was Perſecuted in the 
Streets : For in the time of that great Perſecution 
it Colchefter, Anno 1663. and part of 1664. 
men two Troops, or part of two Troops monn- 
ted on Herlſe-back, with drawn Swords, Piftels 
wekt, came twice a Week, f1:{t and fourth dayes 
0 diſſipate and ſcatter the Servants of the Lord, 
#ho. were peaceably met together to wait upon 
the Lord in the Street, as near to theis Meeting 
Houſe (out of which they were by force kept) as 
they could, he met conſtantly with them, though 
either he nor they knew but that they might 
lave been ſlain upon the ſpot, and never been per- 
itted more to retura unto their own Habitati- 
; he at this time, 1 ſay, imitating meek 
[2 < Atoſet, 
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Moſes, Choſe ratber to faſſer Affii&ion with the 


People of God, than to enjoy the Pleaſures of Sin 
for a feaſon, accounting #he Reproach of Chrif 
greater Riches then the Treaſures of eAgypt : he 
never tyrned back in that Evil day, and of weak 
was made fo ftrons, that he overcame his Pex 
ſecuters with fo much candor and {weetnels, and 
with ſuch a meek and quiet Spirit, that many of 
them afterwards loved him, whereby that pro- 
mile was verified, When a man's Wayes pleaſe God, 
bis Enemies ſhall be at Peace with him. Some Years 
ater the Lord opened his Mouth, and made him 
an able Minifter, not of the Letter, but of the 
Spirit, gave him boldnets and utterance, which 
his Eacmies were not able to reſiſt; a large Gift 
he had in Prayer alſo: many Hearts were reached 
and tendred by his Miniſtry, of which there are 
ſeveral ſeal'd in divers places; he had truly the 
Tongue of the Learned; he knew how to ſpea 
a Word te him or her that was weary and heavy- 
laden, and from his own Experience could ſhew 
them where true Reſt and Peace for their [mmor- 
tal Souls was to be found ; which put me in mind 
of the Sons ef Benjamin, of whom in Holy Writ 
its Recorded, they were ſo dextrous, that they 
ould throw a Stone to an Hairs breadth: So this 
Servant of the Lord would ſpeak moſt pithily and 
pertinently to the ſeveral States and Conditions 
of men with whorg he had todo, ſometimes thun»
